CHILLY WEATHER AND GOOD RACING TEAT- | 
URES OF JAMAICA MEETING’S LAST DAY. 

Cressina Defeated by Royal Onyx in a Rousin? 
Finish — Bad News Adds to His Score — 

Racing Sure Next Year. 



New York. November 4. Raeinpt bad a dismal 
close at .Iamai(‘a tins affcnuMm. Imt at llie <*tul of 
th«‘ day tlie bnuler r<‘fns«‘d to s«*und “taps.” tlie 
usual <‘all at tlie end «»f llio season. eU<M»siuii “as- 
sembly” f(u* bis final eail. Wintry weather, a bi;rl‘. 
wind and tlie natural dii>r»sslon that followed the 
defeat of ('hauler for ;;overnor yester»lav, all re 
suited in only a handful of the faitlifnl iKdiiu in at 
the death. The program oflered was a fairly jro<id 
on(“ and inter<‘stin.s; f<w the reason that it bron;j:lit 
about some close finishes, thomrli tliere was a laek 
of ;;ood <dass horses in each fndd tliat went to tin- 
post. An unfortunate ae« idenl <-ame out of tin* fifth 
race when Spellbound while in a emiteudin;; fiosition 
was knocked down. .1. I'ral. .1. L. MeGinnis’ ai*pren- 
tii*e rider had tlie mount .and fortunatel.v escaped 
with a shakimr up. Tin* fall in no way made him 
timid, for in the ra»*e ih.-it followed, the last of tin- 
day and season, he rode Sententious to victory. 

The best race of the aft<*rnoon was a six furleufrs 
bandi(‘np for all aKt*s, ami it went to Royal onyx, 
which repeafml his re<-ent ii«MMl j»erfornianee by 
<-at<*him»- tin- b-aders tirin;; in tin* stretch and out- 
;:amiii;r tliom to the finish. It was a particularly 
clos«‘ tliintr lM*lween him ami ('rcssina rijrht at tin* 
finish, and only his superior >:ann‘ness n-sulted in bi^ 
s<‘«*rint; in tin* last stride. Rlack -Mary lM.nt a lot 
of three-year odd s**lliii«: jdaters in the openimr six 
furbnms dash, and her victory was largely due to 
Herbert, who hail tin* mount, outtinishin;: little I ral. 
Aviio rode Uuecn .M.-ir*4uerite. Rad News easily won 
fin* mile ami .sixteenth ra<e for mares ami m*i<lin;rs. 
ami he was u leKitimate choice over the ones he 
w.-is meetiu}'-. 

Fb»rem-e 11. beat (Jm*en Ta*ad in the maiden race 
lM*caus4* the -Madden lilly met with a trreat deal of 
interference, ami because Rossi, who nnle her, hin- 
dered ratlier tlmn lM*lp«-d in the .stretch drive, .lean- 
ette M. show«*d a ilecided improvmnent when slie 
won at the mile and a sixteenth distanc<*. and in her 
race it is (*ntirely possible that the r«-sult would 
have been diff<*rent if Sp<*lllM>uml. which was knwked 
down, had Iwen more fortunate. 

Philip .1. Hwyi-r. of the Rr«K>klyn Jockey ( lub. 
in siM-akimr (»f the fiossibilit ies for next season, saiil 
that doubtless some scin-me i*ouId In* d»-vised over 
winter whereby it would be possible for some nf the 
asso(*iat?ons to <*c.ntinue to «riy<> race meetings. 
Kver sim*e the passay:e of the Hart--\;rnew law. and. 
i»y the way. Hart was beat»*n for re-election, the 
various tracks have sustained a heavy b*ss and it 
is not ex|ie<-ted that tlu*y would <*ontinue in opera 
tion when facini: tlie same loss. Om* » hnn;;e that 
was suirm*st«d by Mr. Hwyer was tiiat the list of 
free badir<*s be cut <»ff entirely. That would helj« 
some in meetimr e\iM*nses. but it is uenerallv a m eed 
that it W(*uld absohitely |»e necess.-iry to have sonie 
de<-ision on the law tliat wcaibl make wa:rers possilil.- 
before racinj; could hope for a future. Tin- constitii 
tionality of the Hart-.\}ruew bill has never been 
tested in court and several eminent l.-nvyers hav« 
txpressed the opinion that it is unconstitutional.

'I'lieir prop«-rtv has :i 
vabn* for building mirpos«-s that is far in excess of 
any revenue that could be li.id fnnn r;n-e meetings 
under the present law’.s.

The United Hunts Purse resulteil in a victory for 
the outsider. Mazuma. which went to the front at 
the start and made every post a winninR one. He 
openwl up so bi»r a cap In the early running; that 
the others could never jret near him. From a time 
standTK>int the lx*st race of the aflermxcn was tlie 
second, in wliich Superstition. ;i Washinsrton hors#,*, 
won easily by four lemrths. rnnnincr the mile in 
I:41i|.

steeplechase. The Welkin is hy his imported sire, 
('ontract. and toda.y was the first time he has started 
tlirough the field. 

S. J. Davis, the young boy that rode Sally Cohen 
In the first raee. is a son of R. Davis, editor of the 
Montreal Standard. He is under contract to 8. J. 
Smyth. 

.Im*kcv H. Alex lias l>een restored to good standing 
hy the stewards and was allow**d to ride this after- 
noon. Alex got into trouble at the recent Dufferin 
Park meeting at Toronto. 

i Gojieral W. T. Townes, who gave the meeting of 
the Washington Horse Sliow' and Racing Association 
at Washington this fall, arrived and w’ill remain 
throughout the meeting. 

Steeplechase jockey S. Higgins received word from 
G. Sapor tas to leave for Saratoga at once. He will 
sign a contract to go to France with the stable, 
which leaves some time next week from New York. 

P. S. Roberts, the former owmer of the horse 
Rough Rider, arrived today and will get together a 
stable that he will ship to Santa Anita.

There is no rivalry between the thoroughbred horse 
and the power-driven vehicle, but on several of the 
race courses the place of the one has been taken 
b.v the other. The carefully kept tracks prove satis- 
factory for the purposes of s'peed cont(?sts, while for 
testing grounds they are ideal. It is an almost 
inv.ariable nik* of automohile manufacturers to test 
their completed machines in runs that aggregate hnii- 
driMls and in some cases tlwwi.sands of miles, in order 
that any possible defect mav l>e developed, btdore 
the car is placed on the market. 

Some of the companies prefer country ro.ads for 
testing, taking the ground that they offer the exact 
conditions under which the cars will be used by 
their purchasers. To an extent this Is true, but the 
opjiortunity for sustained speed is lacking on the 
liighw’ays. wdiile it is always present when a race 
track Is available. 

Tw’o of the tracks now in active use for testing 
purposes are the Fair (grounds In St. Louis aud the 
Grosse Point course at Detroit. Over both of these, 
until dark days fell on the siiort. the thoroughbreds 
contested, and the only sign of invasion by the 
automobile was when they w’ere parked baek of the 
grandstand. 

Nowadays it is different. The horses are no longer 
in evidence and tlieir patter along tbe homestretch 
has given wav to the “chug” of the automobile 
engines as the cars spin along in preparation for 
the market. Tlu* crowds of tlie old days are gone. 
£nd along the lawns stand a few experts, w'ho scan 
closely the products of their labor, listening in- 
tently for signs of motor trouble. 

Both the Fair Grounds and Grosse Point tracks 
were In active use by horsemen up to a few years 
ago. irntil recently the plants have been practically 
idle. The Moon Company now uses the Fair Grounds 
course and it is regularly used for testing its cars 
as they are turned out of the factory. The Grosse 
Point track, at Detroit. Is in active commission for 
the preliminur.v running of Chalmers-Detroit ma- 
chines. This course was also, in its time, used for 
the trotters. It Is still ow'ned by racing men. but 
the factory secured permission to do Its testing 
over it. and nearly all times cars can be seen 
speeding around, carefully watched by experts and 
drivers for traces of defects or trouble.

GLAD COLIN COMES TO ENGLAND. 



English breeders and turf writers were not at all 
pleased with the Invasion of the English market for 
yearlings by American breeders, but regard the 
advent of tlie best racers of this country differently. 
Pitting Colin. Ballot. Fair Play, Priscillian and 
horses of their type against the crack racers of 
England will be bound to add t<» the interest at- 
tacliing to the sport, and esi><?cially is this true of 
the unbeaten Colin. Of him and Ballot Sporting 
Idfe recently said editorially: 

“Colin, the great Colin, is on his way to England. 
There are reportetl to be forty-nine other thorough- 
breds on board the same l)oat. but Colin, sou of 
(bmiiiaiMlo, is the swell of the party. Followers of 
ra<*ing in the United States have come to regard 
this iH>lt with admiration and veneration resembling 
that we were wont to bestow on Ormonde. Like the 
famous son of Bend Or. Colin luis never been beaten. 
Last season, as a two-year-old. be won twelve races 
of the value of $l35.2t*0: this year he has captured 
three prizes, worth $48.9<l'5. In the two seasons liis 
winnings amount, therefore, to $184,195. or dt-Ki.S.'!!*. 
Colin’s achievement last ye.ar placed Commando, no 
longer In the land of the living, well at the heail 
of the list of winning sires in America, with a total 
ut $270,345. Commando was a sou of Domino, which 
in lJtt)3 carried all l)efore liim, and v\xis the <*hi»'f 
<*ontributor to his sires’s (Himyar’s) total of $24t*,- 
.502. which remained unbeaten until last year. Those 
are splendid figures and it Is obvious that the family 
is a very virile one. Himyar was a sou of Alarm, 
which, tboiugli foale<l in America, was bred in Eng- 
land, being by Eclipse (son of Orlando), which ran 
fourth in the Derby won by Beadsman, out of a 
Stock well mare named Maud. Colin, therefore. 
ii>mes of a line of the Wlialebone family that has 
dwindleil almost into nothingness in this country, for 
it practically stopped short at Teddington and 
George Frederick. 

“Colin’s dam is the English-lrred Pjistorella. by 
Springfield, out of Griselda. by Strathconan. Foaled 
in 1892, she was acquired by the late Mr. Marcus 
Daly and taken across tlie Atlantic. Mr. James II. 
Keene bought her at the dispersal of Mr. Daly’s 
stud. The latest advices fnmi America are to the 
effect that one of Colin’s legs is under susphdon, 
and a fortnight or so ;igo the ladief prevailed there 
that his racing <*areer was emled.
